Berlin, Feb* 1.—Germans regard the reparations terms decided 
upon by the Supreme Allied Council in Paris last week as fantastic 
and impossible of execution and it is the general opinion that the 
Government cannot agree to them. The Cabinet, which received 
the text of the Allied note yesterday, was in executive session until 
late last night and the note was not released for publication until 
too late for editorial comment. 

“Madness” is the term leaders of the Reichstag used in dis¬ 
cussing the reparations conditions. ^ 

Chaos. 

Foreign Minister Simons declared the execution of the terms 
would “produce chaos, not only in Germany, but throughout Cen¬ 
tral Europe, as the bankruptcy of Germany would also bankrupt 
part of Germany’s war creditors, among whom is France.” 

Herbert Guttman, of the Dresdener Bank, said: “The repara¬ 
tions figures are absurd and the tax levy on exports is absolutely 
beyond understanding. The latter would kill Germany’s export 
business, and how does the Entente expect Germany to pay if she 
eannot export her produce?”

Precedent Involved. 

The precedent involved will be the ] 
recognition by the Allies of the Ser¬ 
bian Government set up on the island 
of Corfu during the war while Serbia 
was completely occupied by the Cen¬ 
tral Powers. Thirty-three members of 
the Russian Constituent Assembly 
created here were elected in Russia 
in the latter part of 1917 by popular 
vote. These elections were held 
under Bolshevik rule and the Bolshe¬ 
viks failed to obtain more than forty 
per cent, of the seats. I.euine, the 
Soviet Premier, dissolved the As¬ 
sembly January 18.

lhat the estimates contained no pro¬ 
vision for higher salaries, therefore 
the schedule was being presented be- 
1 fore the estimates were completed. In 
order that Increases to date from 
July could be Incorporated. 

Trustee Holloway remarked, before 
the delegation withdrew, that it would 
not be businesslike for Saanich to pay 
more .for teachers than the supply 
demanded, and that there was no ap¬ 
parent likelihood of the supply of 
teachers falling off.
